Q u arries o f F in e B u ild in g Stone at San 
F ran cisco’s I>oor. 
S an F ra n cisco , May 10th—[Special.]— 
About a year ago Adolph Sutro made the 
discovery upon his extensive grounds near 
the Cliff House and in that portion of his 
land near the county line that there was 
concealed beneath the surface of the ground 
that which promised, if properly worked, 
to develop into a splendid quarry. The 
discovery was the result oi a mere acci­ 
dent. Thousands of persons had passed 
for years over the same ground lim e and 
again, and nothing had ever been discov­ 
ered. 
Mr. Sutro, taking a walk one day, 
picked up what seemed to him a bright 
and pretty sample of stone. 
Investigating

his land. W ithout saying much to any 
one concerning his newly-found wealth, 
Mr. Sutro has for upward of a year been 
quietly delving into the earth. The result 
of his investigations proves that there is 
hidden on his ¡and what may h i an untold 
source of wealth for the discoverer, and 
also rich facilities for San Franciscans to 
procure splendid stones for ornamental 
and useful building purposes almost at 
their own doors. The fact of the discovery 
was not made public until to-day.

W ashington, May loth.—Secretary Fair­ 
child to-day addressed a letter to Captain 
M. A. Healy, commanding the revenue 
steamer Bear, at San Francisco, which will 
soon set sail for Alaskan waters, clothing 
him with full power to enforce the law 
which prohibits the killing of any otter, 
mink, marten, sable or fur seal, or other 
fur-bearing animal within the limits of the 
Alaska Territory, or in tbe waters thereof, 
except under the law and department regu- 
latii nt. Captain Healy s attention is called 
to Section 1901 of the Revised Statutes, 
which forbids the killing anywhere of fe­ 
male seals and seals less than a year old, 
and he is instructed to use the force at his 
command to the end that no person at­ 
tached to or connected with any vessel of 
the United States shall violate this law, 
and also to enforce the penalties provided 
for such violation. H e is also enjoined to 
be diligent in enforcing the law against the 
importation of intoxicating liqtiots and 
breech-loading rilles and am m unition into 
the Territory of Alaska, as provided by 
Executive order of May 4th.

New Y 'o r k , May 10th.—The Tritune is 
responsible for tbe following: Opinions 
vary somewhat among dealers and ship­ 
pers of California products as to the effect 
of the Interstate Commerce Act upon their 
business. A renorter called upon some of 
the largest houses in this line yesterday to 
ascertain their views regarding the work­ 
ings of the law. 
It is generally believed 
tbe law will work disaster to the native pro­ 
duce business between California and the 
East, but will not materially affect West­ 
bound traffic. 
Delafield, of the firm of Coleman & Co., 
was found in his office 011 Hudson street. 
H e expressed the opinion that the law 
would be injurious, if not disastrous to the 
business of his firm, as it would practically 
prevent the shipm ent of any California 
product to Eastern markets. “ Take, for 
instance, raisins,” he said. “ The raisin 
industry of California is now a flourishing 
one, but it is still in its infancy. There is 
a tariff on foreign raisins which enables us 
to bring our raisins to the East and sell 
them to advantage in competition with the 
foreign article; but under the working of the 
interetate law the freight upon raisins from 
California is so increased as to offset all the 
advantage ttie tariff gives us. It has just 
the same effect that repealing the duty 
on foreign raisins would have, and the 
same is true of other California products.” 
Delafield was of the opinion that rates 
would be reduced soon, though they would 
not be so low as formerly. ' ‘The indus­ 
tries of California are too im portant to be 
brushed aside,” he said.

T H E COERCION BILL. 
AnotUer Yinendment of llealy’s Rejected 
by tlie Majority. 


L o n d o n , May 10th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day, in committee on the 
coercion bill, Healy moved an amendment 
that a comm itment for contempt of court 
he treated as a lirst-class misdemeanor. 
H e argued that witnesses committed for 
refusing to answer questions ought not to be 
subjected to the same punishment as crim­ 
inals. 
W hen the last Coercion Act was in 
effect the mere detention of many persons 
shortened their lives ten years. 
[Cries of 
“ Hear, hear.”] 
Balfour, Chief Secretary of Ireland, said 
that persons committed could avoid pun­ 
ishment by answering the questions. There 
was no difference between tbe eases nuder 
the clauses and cases of contempt under 
the ordinary law. 
John O’Connor (Nationalist) said that if 
the Government imprisoned witnesses as 
common criminal for refusing to answer 
questions, it would be a disgrace to civiliza­ 
tion. 
A\ hy didn t they propose to apply 
the old-lashioned implement ot foiture, 
Deluding the thumbscrew and rack ? 
H ealy's amendment was finally rejected— 
195 to 111.

Healy moved to lim it the penalty for 
contempt, iu eases of witnesses, to seven 
lays’ imprisonment.

E le c tric a l D evice fo r Leading Cho­ 
ruses.—Leading a chorus by electrical ap­ 
paratus has been tried in Paris. The cur­ 
rent is used iu beating tim e for the chorus 
of an opera company while the singers are 
behind the scenes. 
An electrical baton, 
hung in a conspicuous place, is controlled 
by the foot of the leader of the orchestra, 
who has also in front of him a small dupli­ 
cate, by which he can see whether his foot 
is beating correct time. 
The electrical 
baton does not actually move in space, but 
it presents the appearance of doing so. 
There are, in fact, two butons occupying 
different positions, which, on being re­ 
volved by the action of electro magnets, 
presents white and black faces alternately 
on a black ground. An optical illusion is 
thus produced exectly equivalent to the 
movement of a single white baton in the 
hands of a leader. It is said that much 
greater precision is obtained by this device 
than where the tim e is beaten for the cho­ 
rus by a second leader behind the scene.

SOME SPECIMEN LIES NAILED. 


It is Dot often that w ithin the bounds of 
a single item so many misstatements, 
downright falsehoods, and ill-advised fab­ 
rications are to l>e found, as in the following, 
which appeared in the San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer of yesterday. 
Prefacing the quota­ 
tion with the statem ent that Ira G .H oitt, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction is a 
Republican, and that the Examiner is a 
Democratic organ, we give the item in full, 
as no restatement of it could he made to 
present the lies so w ell: 
A grand mass m eeting under the auspices of 
the Federated Trades will be held ¡11 Metropoli­ 
tan Temple on Saturday evening next, for the 
purpose of giving voice to public opinion iu re­ 
gard to the text-book question, w hich is being 
thoroughly agitated throughout the State. Since 
the election of Ira G. Hoitl as Superintendent of 
Public In n ruction lie has positively refused in 
m any instances to publish 
aud distribute 
school-books iu the public schools of the State 
at cost price, as required by law. Only 25,000 
copies of the arithm etic adopted have been 
published and given to the schools. 
Just be­ 
fore the adjournm ent of the last Legislature, 
and after all business of a financial character 
had been finished Mr. Hoitt addressed a circu­ 
lar to both houses, in w hich he asked for the 
necessary appropriation w ith w hich to carrv on 
the work of publishing the school-books. 
It is 
claim ed that through the Sujierintcudent's neg­ 
ligence the agents of Eastern publishing houses 
have renewed the oldeoutracts to lurnidi diiter- 
enl text looks to th e various counties m the 
State, and families m oving from one county to 
another are compelled to buy au entire different 
set of school-books for tlieir children, w hereas 
the laws of the State have provided for a com ­ 
plete set of school-books to i>e used in th e v ari­ 
ous public schools iu tlie State. The m eeting 
will be addressed by Senator T. J. Cluuie, Hon. 
Patrick Reddy, llou. Jam es H. Barry and John 
M. Irays 
If Messrs. Clunie, Reddy, B arry and 
Days indorse the falsehoods in the item 
and do tbe usual “ rostrum act” iqwn that 
basis, they will confess themselves to be 
cither political demagogues posing for the 
political favor of (lie Federated Trades, or 
“ ignoramuses” who are incapable of ascer­ 
taining simple facts of State rerord. 
As 
for the Examiner, it knows better and lies 
by the card, for the facts have been re­ 
peatedly explained to it. 
It remains to 
be seen if the promised speakers will 
lend themselves to the evident purposes of 
a vicious scheme. 
Let us see how the 
plain truth will shame an indictm ent of 
gross falsehood. The facts, let it Ik? noted, 
are such as can lie ascertained in ten min­ 
utes hv any citizen making examination at 
the Capitol. 
Governor Ilartlett is a Democrat, and 
Superintendant H oitt a Republican. They 
constitute the Executive Committee of the 
State Board of Education, having full 
power to order text-lmoks printed when 
needed. 
These gentlemen agree that the 
need for more spellers aud readers than are 
now printed does not exist, and they have 
declined to order more to print until the 
arithm etic, now on the press, is out of the 
way. 
That is to say, having on hand some 
14,000 readers and spellers in excess of the 
officially certified demand of the coun­ 
ties that arc to take hooks this year (there 
are some which have unexpired contracts 
th at cannot be vacated by retroaction of 
law) the Governor and Superintendent 
weeks ago refused to acede to tlie demand 
the Knights of Labor that more spellers 
and readers be printed forthw ith, because 
the work was not needed, and they did not 
wish to interfere with the issuance of the 
arithm etic. 
They were the judges of the 
situation and they agreed as to the wisdom 
of the policy adopted. 
Not “ 25,000 copies of the arithm etic 
adopted have been published and given to 
the schools.” 
The number is grossly mis­ 
stated; it is very much less; so much below 
that figure indeed that the truth is no 
arithmetics hair been published, and none 
have been supplied to the schools. 
The 
pages of the arithm etic are now flying from 
the State presses, and in due time will be 
i>ound and made ready for delivery. 
The Superintendent and Governor have 
not neglected to order hooks printed in 
quantity

to

renew old contracts, thus compelling par­ 
ents to buy new sets of l>ooks when they 
remove from one county to another.

fused a supply of books printed at cost 
a ' 
required 
by 
law, nor 
has any 
county applied and failed 
to 
procure 
them. 
The liooks compiled and sent to 
press have been readers, 
speller, 
and 
arithm etic. 
N either tbe Legislature, the 
educators of the State, the State Board of 
Education, or any one else expected or 
deemed it possible to print this year any 
other books than those named, except the 
grammar, the prc|>aration of which is in 
charge ot Superintendent Allen, of the 
S u te Normal School at San Jose, and a 
portion of the proofs of which have l>een 
“ pulled” ami are 
under examination- 
T his volume, it is hoped, w ill be issued 
early in the summer. 
The history and geography will not lx 
Issued until 18SS, nor was it ever contem­ 
plated that they should l>e. 
Moreover, 
neither Governor Barlett nor Superintend­ 
ent H oitt laid out or planned the scheme 
or order of compilation and issuance, but 
it was done under the adm inistration of 
Geo. Stoncmau, Governor, President of the 
Board of Education and \Y. T. Welcker, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, both 
Democrats. 
But we are free to say, that 
having closely and jealously watched the 
whole scheme as an ardent friend of the 
new system of supplying the State with 
text-books, we have had no reason to ques­ 
tion the sincerity or diligence of these 
gentlemen, who were advocates and sup­ 
porters of the system from the outset.

The tru th is that all this attempted 
furore concerning the printing of sufficient 
text-books originated in misapprehension 
— to be charitable—on the part of workers 
in the State bindery, concerning the duties 
of the Governor and Superintendent, and 
lias since been promoted by political dem­ 
agogues, and fostered by Democratic con­ 
spirators secretly encouraged by Eastern 
liook agencies, to serve selfish ends and 
make capital against a Republican official, 
wholly and purposefully ignoring the fact 
that the Democratic Governor as C hair­ 
man of the Executive Committee, in this 
whole business, has acted conjointly with 
his colleague, the Republican Superintend­ 
ent, and that they are a unit ujton the 
wisdom of the policy pursued. 


THE AMERICAN EXPOSITION. 


The opening of the American Exposi­ 
tion in London does not appear to have 
created any wide-spread interest. 
It ia 
probable, however, th at public concern in 
it will grow, and th at the exposition will 
receive liberal support. 
It is wholly a 
private speculation ; but that is no reason 
why it should be ignored. 
Private man­ 
agement is certain to be more economical, 
and may be as successful as that of fairs 
under governmental direction. 
From all 
than can be gathered from the English 
press, there is reason to believe th at the 
exhibition will advertise quite effectively 
American products and manufactures, the 
latter more than the former. 
It will ex­ 
pose to the English people a respectably 
long line of American industrial produc­ 
tion, with which the general public in 
England is not familiar, and will serve to 
disabuse the English mind of a good many 
prejudices and misconceptions. 
There has 
been a disposition to belittle tlie scheme, 
simply because it has not the official recog­ 
nition of our own Governm ent; hut if it 
is a 
fairly 
representative exhibit, it 
is 
difficult 
to 
understand 
how 
the 
non-attachment 
to 
it 
of 
the 
name of the President, can detract from 
its instructive value. 
In the departments 
of agricultural and mining machinery, 
textile fabrics and labor-saving inventions, 
the ex[>osition is reported to lie large and 
interesting, and though meager in other 
respects, these alone ought to awaken the 
deep interest of our transatlantic cousins. 
It was not projected with a view of exhib­ 
iting raw products, so much as to place on 
view the results of American inventive 
genius and industrial achievment, and if 
in these it proves to be a fair exhibit, it 
will accomplish much good. 
It is not com­ 
forting, however, to learn that the greater 
attraction to the English public is the 
W ild West show of Buffalo Bill. 
W ithout 
that America would have been better rep­ 
resented—the impression Bill and his cow­ 
boys and Indians, and bucking mustangs, 
and W estern mud wagons will make, may 
tend to emphasize the belief that it is said 
obtains with the less informed classes in 
England, that the mass of Americans out­ 
side the great cities, are a half horse and 
half man order of creation—at least, that 
they are half-tamed savages. 


THE KNIGHTS AND THE CHINESE 


The dispatches convey the information 
that the K nights of Labor organization at 
the East is enlisting Chinese workers in 
its ranks. This will be unpleasant news 
for K nights of Labor upon this coast. They 
will never consent to share any of the ben­ 
efits of their associated eflbrt with a class 
that is hostile, by nature and liahit, to free- 
labor interests. 
The Eastern K nights are 
unquestionably anxious to enlist all wage- 
winners under their banner, but if they 
aim to elevate the labor standard and re­ 
duce somewhat the friction between lalior 
elements, they have pursued a suicidal 
policy in enrolling the Chinaman 
as 
Knights, and thus according them social 
equality, so far ¡is labor unity is con­ 
cerned. 
The Chinese laborer, in competi­ 
tion w ith the American worker, generally 
puts the latter at the bottom or ousts him 
entirely. 
The Chinese methods of living 
are so dissim ilar to those required of the 
A merican workman 
th at there 
is no 
equality in the contest between them. 
Competition between these two elements 
means the degradation of the latter. 
It 
must come down to the Chinese level—the 
Chinaman never rises to the American 
standard. 
W orkers upon this coast under­ 
stand this so well that it is simply 
lost lalo r for Eastern Knights- to attem pt 
to show them that tlie Chinese within the 
organization are less dangerous to labor in­ 
terests than when without it. 
Thirty-five 
years experience with Chinese upon this 
coast is not likely to lie overcome by the 
“ reasoning” of those at the East, who see 
in the Chinaman only a means to 1 als>r ac­ 
complishment, 
and wholly ignore the 
vital 
cjuestions 
of 
progressive 
civil­ 
ization 
involved 
in 
his 
competition 
with workers, upon whom the country de­ 
pend- so largely for the character of its 
citizenship.

COLUSA ARTESIAN 
W ELL. 


In terestin g F a cts C on cerning th e Stratas 
P a sse d T h rou gh —T h e W ater—E tc. 
The well recently put down by N. D. 
Rideout at Norman, Colusa county, has 
created great interest in the entire Sacra­ 
mento valley, and its entire success has, for 
the tim e being, had the effect to indefinitely 
postpone all schemes for other means of 
irrigation. A large num ber of people from 
San Francisco and elsewhere have been to 
the locality to see the well, and the fact 
that it is now established that Colusa 
county lies within an artesian belt, has had 
the effect to very materially increase the 
price and value of lands on that side ot the 
valley, and to give a new impetus to the 
demand for lands in that direction. 
The well is located about 200 yards from 
the railroad on the east side, and is upon 
section 10, num ber 18 north, 3 west. The 
boring for the well was started with a four- 
inch casing, and continued down about 
400 feet. Supposing at this point that rock 
had been struck, a three-inch casing was 
put down in place of the four. This was 
run down to the depth of about 700 feet. 
At this depth difficulty was found iu driv­ 
ing deeper, and a two-inch casing was sub­ 
stituted. This was run down to 040 feet, 
when a flow to the bight of twelve feet 
above the surface was obtained. 
This was one week ago last Friday, and 
there has not been the slightest change in 
the flow since that tim e. The volume of 
water coming from the two-inch pipe— 
and which is not perforated, but only ad­ 
mits water at the bottom—is 7,200 gallons 
per day. 
The strata at the bottom, from which 
the water is derived, is a putty sand. The 
various stratas through which the well was 
sunk were as follow s: Soil and yellow 
clay, 337 feet; hard dry sand, 8 feet; fine 
sand, 3 feet; hard dry sand, 8 feet; yellow 
clay, 30 ieet; hard dry sand. 2 feet; clay 
and sand mixed, 20 feet; hard dry sand, 
heavy. 10 feet; white clay, 9 feet; surface 
saud 0 feet; hard, heavy dry sand, 9 feet; 
yellow clay, 100 feet; alternate clay aud 
sand of 2 feet thickness, 299 feet; blue 
clay, 20 feet; sand and gravel. 15 feet; 
water, 10 feet; hard pan, 5 feet; blue clay, 
34 feet; putty quicksand, 15 feet. 
The boring of this well was only for 
prospecting purposes, to ascertain whether 
or not artesian water could be tound at an 
economical depth. It has now been demon­ 
strated that there is, and that the supply 
is substantial and permanent. Any vans- 
tion in the flow of the present well would 
have indicated an uncertainty of pressure 
and a liability of the supply ceasing. 
A peculiarity about the well is that, while 
the water is perfectly pure and clear as 
crystal, it is much warmer than ordinary 
drinking water, not having a temperature 
lower than 70°. This is far above the tem ­ 
perature of spring water in this portion of 
the State. The water is soft and exceed­ 
ingly inviting in appearance. 
Mr. Rideout has now started another 
well about four miles southeast of the pres­ 
ent one. Its location is nearer what was 
believed by State Engineer H all to be the 
center of an artesian belt. 
The surface at 
the place of the new boring is from 30 to 50 
leet lower tbai^ at the previous one. The 
new well is being sunk at the rate of 110 
feet per day—440 feet having been passed 
through in four days. It is expected that 
the same strata will be reached the present 
week from which the supply at tbe other 
well is obtained.

aminers. 
It seems, however, according to 
the Woodland Democrat, that he was not 
convicted after all. 
W hen he was called 
t j plead in the Superior Court, he pleaded, 
first, “ not guilty,” second, “once in jeop­ 
ardy,” third, “former acquittal.” The State 
omitted last Friday to have the jnrv find 
on the two pleas last named, and lawyers 
say without such finding no judgm ent 
can be entered on the verdict of the jury. 
This case has been in and out of Court so 
often that we doubt if O'Leary or his at­ 
torney or the District Attorney can say 
jHst where it is. 
it was first tried by a jury 
several days in the Justice Court, when tbe 
Court ruled it hail no jurisdiction. Then 
came a prelim inary examination, a hold­ 
ing, a habeas corpus, demurrers in abund­ 
ance. several of which were submitted to 
tbe Superior Court. Finally a trial which 
seems to have been a failure. A move for 
a new trial will be made, but whether it 
will be granted or not is not known.

STANFORD U N IV ERSITY . 


T lie C orner-Stone to b e Laid on N ext 
Saturday. 
The coruer-stone of the Leland Stanford, 
Jr., University, at Palo Alto, will be unos­ 
tentatiously laid next Saturday forenoon 
at 11 o'clock. The plans of the architects 
and landscape gardeners are completed. 
The architects are now on the ground, hav­ 
ing an office there. Some grading is to be 
done on tbe site before tlie buildings can 
be placed thereon. The corner-stone being 
laid and material placed on the ground, 
it is expected that the work of building 
the University will be fairly begun, the 
laying of the corner-stone really being the 
inception of the building. 
It is expected 
that the great central quadrangle will be 
considerably advanced during the coming 
summer. 
The ceremonies connected with the lay­ 
ing of the corner-stone will be simple. No 
invitations have been extended to any one 
except the members oí the Board of Trus­ 
tees. 
The corner-stone, the material of 
which is yellow sandstone, will receive a 
hermetically-sealed box, containing various 
articles, Friday. It will be lowered into 
its place Saturday morning, and it is prob­ 
able that it will be sealed by Senator Stan­ 
ford. An address will be m»de by Judge 
Sawyer, Chairman of the Board of Trus­ 
tees, and it is probable a response will be 
made by Senator Stanford. There has beeii 
nó set programme arranged for the occa­ 
sion. The twenty-three members of the 
Board of Trustees will probably be in at­ 
tendance. There is one vacancy in the 
Board, occasioned by the death of'W illiam 
Ashburner. The cremonies will probably 
not last long.—.?.

OLD FIRE EXTJSGULSHEBS. 


T h e V e te ra n “ E ire L ad d ie» ” o r N ew 
Y ork C o a lin g *o th is C oast. 
The veteran members of the old \ olun- 
teer Fire Department system of New York 
are m aking arrangements to visit the Pa­ 
cific coast in September. The Spirit of the 
Times speaks editorially as follows : 
“ The Veteran Firemen's Association of 
New York are making extensive prepara­ 
tions for a visit to the Pacific coast, leaving 
New York September 6th qf the present 
year. The organization is composed of 
veteran representatives of the Volunteer 
Fire Department of New York, where their 
headquarters is a five-story brown-stone 
building, with meeting-room, extensive 
parlors, billiard-rooms, library, committee 
rooms and sleeping chambers, all furnished 
in magnificent style. The Association will 
leave as above on September Gth, and will 
stop over about two days each at Chicago, 
Denver and Salt Lake, thence to San Fran­ 
cisco, rem aining four days, visiting Sacra­ 
mento during this time. On the return, 
stops will be made at Kansas City, Cincin­ 
nati, St. Louis and Louisville, maxing the 
entire trip in about thirty days. They will 
travel on a chartered special train of Pull­ 
man Palace sleeping and dining-room cars, 
and be accompanied by Cappa’s Regi­ 
m ental Band of 60 pieces, which will prob­ 
ably give concerts here and elsewhere. 
The Association will bring with them their 
splendid double-decked engine, and will 
num ber 150, and in the arrangements be­ 
ing made it will be the finest excursion 
ever taken by any organization of military 
or firemen in this country. The New York 
Sunday Mercury, in alluding to the matter, 
say s: 
“ ' A special m eeting of the Veteran Firem en's 
Association was held at their rooms, No. 53 East 
T enth street, on Wednesday evening, for the 
purpose ofjreceiving the report of the com m it­ 
tee appointed to ascertain the expense of au 
excursion to California. The m eeting then or­ 
dered the appointm ent of h perm anent com ­ 
mittee, and the following nam ed gentlem en 
were appointed: George VV. Anderson, John 
Moller, Jam es F. W eoman, George T. Patterson, 
Thomas Barrington, Nelson It. Tnayer, Louis F. 
H allen, Wm. McMahon and Carroll Cunneeu. 
They will be accom panied by Professor Cappa's 
Seventh Regiment Baud, consisting of fifty 
pieces, and will give concerts in all the princi­ 
pal cities, visiting Cincinnati, Chicago, Salt 
Lake City, Washington and m any other cities en 
route. They will take with them their hand- 
eugineand about 150 men. The drab uniform 
has been adapted, and they w ill also have their 
blue uniform w ith them in case of stormy 
weather. The costof the excursion w ill he 1250 
per capita, including uniform . The excursion 
will start on September 5th or Gth under the 
com m and of th eir popular forem an aud Presi­ 
dent, GeorgeW. Anderson.’ 
“ Now, Itere is a chance for the old ‘Vets’ 
of California to show themselves, particu­ 
larly those of Sacramento and San Fran­ 
cisco. The visiting association will be here 
in September, but the veteran firemen of 
San Francisco should come together im ­ 
mediately and make the necessary and 
proper arrangements for the reception and 
entertainm ent of the 'V e ts’ of New York. 
They should receive a magnificent ovation 
on their arrival and while here, and it is 
not too early to appoint committees for 
that purpose. They are a fine body of 
business men from New York. They will 
travel in style, and come as an independent 
association of men to see the country. So 
far as we are concerned, we shall do all in 
our power to secure them a splendid recep­ 
tion and render their stay pleasant.” 
They are no longer the lively young 
crowds who risked their lives, in times 
gone by, in tne performance of their duties, 
when lives and property were saved at no 
m atter what risk, but are now a fine body 
of conservative and influential citizens, 
whose path down the shady side of life is 
lighted by their perpetual organization, 
where they meet and relate jjyous as wt 11 
as exciting reminiscences of the past, when 
their young blood and bravery induced 
m any heroic acts.

RAILROAD TO PIACERYILLE. 


T h e C o u n ty S eat o f E l D o ra d o to b e C on­ 
n e c te d w ith S a c ra m e n to by K ail. 
For many years the citizens of Placer- 
ville have been praying for the completion 
of the railroad from Shingle Springs, its 
present terminus, to that city. At last 
their hopes seem about to be realized, and 
the “ beautiful city nestled among the 
hills,” in the center of one of the finest 
agricultural sections in the State, will, 
within a few months, almost beyond per- 
adventure of doubt, be connected by rail 
with the Capital City. The distance from 
Shingle Springs to Placerville is twelve 
miles, the distance from Sacramento to 
Placerville by rail about fifty. On Monday 
articles of incorporation of the Shingle 
Springs and Placerville Railroad Company 
were filed in the office of the County Clerk 
at San Francisco. The incorporators and 
Directors are 
Leiand Stanford, 
C. F. 
Crocker. Tim othy Hopkins, Charles E. 
Green and W. E. Brown. The capital stock 
of the company is $500,000, divided into 
5,000 shares. Of this 120 shares have been 
subscribed, the first three Directors named 
taking thirty shares each, and the last two 
fifteen shares apiece. 
Last evening a special train left this city 
for Shingle Springs, having Superintendent 
W right and railroad engineers, who will 
to-day ride over the proposed routes with a 
view of selecting the one best suited. 
This will open np an immense fruit belt in 
every way equal to that in the neighbor­ 
hood of Newcastle, and Placerville will be­ 
come famous as a health and pleasure re­ 
sort. 
If there are no “ hitches,” the road 
will in all probability be finished in time 
to move this years’ fruit crop. Lumber can 
be flumed into Placerville from the finest 
forest of timber that anywhere skirts the 
W estern slope of the Sierras, and that town 
is destined to become the most im portant 
m ountain town in the State. H er resources 
are varied, her people enterprising, her 
climate superb, her educational facilities 
unsurpassed. 
H er 
quartz 
and 
drift 
mines 
are 
yet 
in 
their 
infancy, 
her water 
supply 
inexhaustible, and 
she 
must, 
from 
the 
many 
and 
peculiar advantages she enjoys, become at 
no distant day an im portant manufacturing 
center. Those who visit Placerville once 
are anxious to call again; those who have 
located there would not live anywhere else. 
Her many attractions are almost unknown 
outside of the borders of the county; her 
inducements to im migrants are iiueqiialed 
by any other section on the coast. 
Land 
is cheap, well-watered, fertile, and crops 
that can be grown anywhere else upon the 
coast can be produced here in abundance, 
while her fruits are unequaled. During 
the past year the |>opulatioii of El Dorado 
county lias been steadily increasing. There 
has been a healthy immigration of thrifty 
and well-to-do people, who have secured 
for themselves homes that in a short time 
will double and treble in value. 
The 
completion of this road will no doubt tend 
to accelerate the boom in real estate, and 
the Placerville and Sacramento Railroad

Sw eeping R eductions in R ates—No Com ­ 
prom ise witii th e C anadian Pacific. 
T he San Francisco Bulletin last night 
s a id ; 
T he pro-rate readjustm ent of the 
A m erican ov erland lines, w hich was m ade 
recently in Chicago, w ent into effect to-day, 
and contains im m ense reductions in the 
rates in staple com m odities east bound, 
and on som e west bound. 
A few of the re­ 
ductions w ill indicate th e sw eeping charac­ 
ter of the changes. 
H ereafter shipm ents 
of wool to New Y ork or Boston m ay be 
m ade front any Pacific coast term inal point 
for $1 50 per 100 pounds, w ithout regard to 
valuation. 
E ast bound shipm ents of sugar 
can be m ade to M issouri-river points fot 75 
cents per 100. A special rate of GO cents per 
100 for corn and oats from M issouri-river 
points to the Pacific coast has been made. 
C anned goods to th e M issouri river, St. 
Louis and Chicago are rated at 75 cents per 
100, and to New Y ork a t $1 per 100. T his 
is the greatest reduction on the list. 
O f course th e presum ption is th at the 
Canadian Pacific, having been sh u t out of 
the T ranscontinental A ssociation and not 
allow ed deferential rales, w ill m eet this 
cut. 
In the sugar-rate w ar th e A m erican 
com panies have not begun to m eet the 
Canadian com panies. 
T he local refineries 
w ill this week ship nearly 9,000 barrels of 
sugar to N ebraska by the C anadian Pacific. 
T his w ill, to reach O m aha by th at road and 
connecting lines, have to traverse 3,000 
mile3 by rail aud w ater, or nearly double 
t íe distance by th e Central and U nion Pa­ 
cific, w hich ru n directly overland irom this 
city. 
T he rate ou this shipm ent is sixty- 
livé cents. 
The rate charged for carrying 
t ais sugar is tw o m ills a ton a m ile, w hich 
i but a fraction above the cost o f handling. 
It has transpired th at the Canadian P a­ 
cific was sh u t out from all differential rates 
by the A tchison, Topeka A Santa Fe. 
T he 
rales of the T ranscontinental Association 
require th at to secure adm ission the vote 
shall be unanim ous. T h at road objected, 
because of late that com pany has been do­ 
ing but little A tlantic seaboard business, 
and the granting of diiferental rates w ould 
still further injure it.

Keene, a widow w ho has for 
som e tim e been an active w orker in the 
Episcopal C hurch, was received by B ishop

T his sisterhood is an association 
of Protestant ladies, w ho devote their tim e 
to teaching and caring for the sick.
